Fourteen New Regiments From New 


Yoik. 


The Union Defence Committee, headed 


by John Jacob Astor and Simeon Diaper, 
arrived at Washington on Wednesday, anil 
called on the President and Secretary of 
War, and solicited the acceptance by gov- 
ernment of thc fourteen regiments now in 
Now York city, in addition to thc quota al- 
ready required of that State. 
They were 


promptly accepted, and are 
ordered 
to 


proceed immediately to Wa-hington. This 
will be glorious news to the fourteen thous- 
and gallant soldiers in Now York. With 
these", New York will furnish forty-two 
regiments. 


JSSTlt is worthyof remark that thc total of 


coin and bullion on hand in the banks and 
subtreasury of New York on the 1st instant 
was larger than ever held in that city be- 
fore on the first day of any month since 
New York was settled. 
The movement 


for distribution in April reached $3,391,- 
580, while the foreign exports of specie to 
all ports wore S540,327 less than the for- 
eign imports for tbe same period, thus leav- 
ing the 82,931,253 of California gold in 
the countiy, and adding to it half a million 
more. 


Turning now to the exports, we may re- 


mark that we bave reached a period when 
the shipments have been heavy during 
each of the last two years; but the total 
for thc last month, (Exclusive of specie,) 
shows a large gain even upon these figures, 
the increase being nearly two and a half 
million dollars, as compared with the cor- 
responding month of last year 
The ship- 


ments of produce since January 1st have 
boen nearly twice as large as for the same 
pcjiod of last year, and moie than twice as 
large as for thc same period of 1859, 


JWSTThe Postmaster General annulled 


the contract for carrying thc mail between 
St. Louis and Memphis, owing to the forci- 
ble stoppage oi the sttamers by which they 
wo.re conveyed. This is thc first case un- 
der thc law of last Congress, which author- 
ised mail discontinuances in cases of illegal 
obsti notions. 


ProbableDiscontinuance of all the South- 


ern Mails. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Owing to tho 


interruption by the Virginia authorities of 
the means for conveying the mails from 
Noi folk to Hampton, and from Old Point 
to Eastville, although specially for the ac- 
commodation of citizens of that State, the 
Postmaster General has annulled the con- 
tract. From representations made to the 
Depaitmcnt, it is probable, for similar rea- 
sons, nearly all, if not the entire river mail 
service, will be officially discontinued in the 
course of a few days in the secession States. 


WASHINGTON, May 15. 


The aosurancos that thc administration 


is vigorously prosecuting its 
measures 


against thc insurrectionary States have a 
substantial basis. 
All the members of the 


cabinet, together with the President, are 
animated by a common principle in further- 
ing plans for consummating the government's 
policy. An increased stimulus, however, 
was applied to-day.
